VI. SUSPENSION. 

An accusation of grave and serious nature, affecting the character and use- 
fulness of Rev. C. Rumph, St. Joseph, Mo., having been lodged with me, I 
immediately directed him to suspend his ministerial duties, and at once ap- 
pointed a committee to investigate the case, according to Chapter XII, Section 
3, Formula of Government. The committee, consisting of Revs. C. Huber, 
L. Groh, H. Siekman, P. B. Holtgreve and C. W. Baker, met at Hanover, 
Kans., March 21, and after investigating, reported the charges fully sustained, 
and recommended that the suspension of the accused be continued until the 
next meeting of Synod, and that public notice of the same be given through 
the church papers. In keeping with this report I immediately declared the 
suspension continued and in force until the next annual meeting of Synod. I 
gave public notice of the suspension, and also ordered the accused to suspend 
the performance of all ministerial duties, as directed in the communication 
sent him February 28, and as further recommended by the committee, March 
21. It now remains with Synod to say what, if anything further shall be done 
with the case. The papers relating thereto are in my possession, ready for 
delivery to a special committee, whose appointment I recommend.

Report of Statistical Secretary. 

The Statistical Secretary would submit the following report : 

1. The blanks for the parochial and state of religion reports were sent to 
each member of Synod. 

2. The resolution of Synod, requiring the parochial reports to be sent to the 
Statistical Secretary not later than September sth in each and every year, was 
not observed by more than half a dozen members of Synod. Failure to observe 
this rule works hardship upon the Apportionment Committee, and occasions 
much delay. Synod should see that this rule is enforced. (See Minutes 
of Nineteenth Convention, page 27, and Minutes of Twentieth Convention, 
page 22.) 

3. For several years a number of the members of this Synod have failed to 
send in any parochial report as required. The last complete and reliable sta- 
tistics of Synod are for the year 1889. Absence of a minister from the meet- 
ing of Synod is no excuse for negiecting to send his parochial report to the 
Statistical Secretary. This is far from a satisfactory condition. The attention 
of Synod has been called to this mattegpefore, and again is directed to it in 
the hope that this evil may be corrected. 

4. The Statistical Secretary herewith presents a table, compiled at the cost 
of considerable time and labor, showing the time, place of meeting, pastor loci, 
membership and officers of Synod. He recommends that it be printed in a 
suitable place in our minutes.

A portion of this deficiency dates back to 1889. Every year since then we 
have had a deficiency, which has been gradually reduced. The increased de- 
ficiency this year is due to shrinkage on last year’s subscription and to the 
present stringency in the money market. The Committee believe that they 
will be able to provide all the necessary expenses for the current year. 

THE WORK, 

The work will show this to have been a very successful year. At Walback, 
Greeley county, and in the country, a promising work has been opened. It is 
proposed to place a pastor here who shall occupy the whole field. In Kim- 
ball and Banner counties a new work has developed, making a missionary field 
for one minister. In connection with Stamford, German work has been com- 
menced at both Franklin and Bloomington. Encouragement was given Rev. 
A. Firnhaber to organize a new congregation, 19 miles northwest of Carrico, 
Hayes county. 

A promising field for both English and German work has opened for us at 
Millard, Douglass county, which gives considerable promise. At David City 
a canvass was made for money to pay for the insurance to protect the church 
against loss in the event of destruction of our valuable property in this town. 

The new work reported at Davenport, Thayer county, has been completed. 
Rev. C. W. Baker is the efficent pastor of this self-sustaining field. At 
Wyerts, Cheyenne county, where about a year ago we had nothing, we now 
report a good church, a comfortable parsonage and stable. This work, until 
recently under the pastoral care of Rev. A. Dickhoff, has been placed on a per- 
manent basis.

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Report of the Advisory Board of Home Missions. 

1. Beatrice Our church here, under the efficient pastoral care of Rev. W. 
L. Remsberg, has been making progress. The accessions are larger than 
usual. Through removal and otherwise the losses have been unprecendented. 
Very commendable harmony bas prevailed. The financial condition is little 
improved. The attendance at morning service is good, the evening audiences 
are smaller. Lutherans coming into this vicinity ought promptly to report 
themselves and come at once into the church. 

2. Bloomington is reported vacant. 

3. Benedict—Rev. R. A. White is the successful pastor here. Though not 
blessed with a great revival, the mission has made steady progress. Both 
church buildings have been repaired. Attendance at church has been good. 
The Sunday-schools are in excellent condition and growing. The Sunday- 
school at Benedict is nearly twice as large as last year. At the beginning of 
the year the mission voluntarily applied for reduced aid from the Board, with 
the intention of becoming self-supporting next year, though the general short- 
age of crops may hinder this desirable end. The work is not without dis- 
couraging features, yet on the whole, the pastor has reason for encouragement. 

4. David City —This mission has been vacant since January, 1893. The 
people are discouraged and indifferent; it is not likely they will attempt to 
supply themselves with a pastor. The only way to revive the work will be for 
the Board of Home Missions to send a Missionary there with the assurance of 
his entire support. 

5. Franklin is reported vacant. 

6. Xcarncy.—This mission is well served by Rev. W. H. Naffziger, who is 
much encouraged with the work, especially for the past six months. Ten 
members have been received during the year, and quite a number will prob- 
ably be received at the next communion. The average attendance at church 
services is improving. The church building has been frescoed, carpeted and 
repainted inside, nearly all of which has been paid for. 

7. Lexington.—This is at present a part of the Kearney Mission. Circum- 
Stances made it necessary to discontinue services for a time, but it is hoped 
these will soon be removed and services resumed. Owing to the little time 
and service given them, the people are discouraged; but if a house of worship 
can be secured, as is now hoped for, there will be a renewal of interest and 
energy. 

8. Lincoln.—Grace church, under the pastoral care of Rev. L. P. Ludden, 
during this Synodical year have made marked progress. They have long been 
hindered by lack of permanent location. In the early summer they purchased, 
at a cost of $5,000.00, two splendidly located lots corner of 14th and F streets, 
and in the most desirable resident portion of our growing Capitol City, one 
and one-half block south of the Capitol building. Being torced out of the old 
building that they have been renting, they have just completed a very neat 
temporary chapel, which they will occupy for the first time Sunday, September 
24th. Plans are also completed for their permanent building. 
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9. Lincoln, St. Mark’s.—Rev. I. Groh is the successful pastor, who began 
his work the last Sunday in May, 1891; worship was then held in the base- 
ment. October, 1892, the superstructure was begun and completed in time 
for dedication July 2, 1893. The entire cost of the property is $15,000.co; the 
debt is about $4,000.00. The present pastorate was begun with a membership 
of twenty; there are now ninety-one members on the roll, including seven non- 
residents. The average church attendance in the morning last quarter was 
105. The Sunday-school numbers 140. 

10. AfeCook has been vacant since May 1, 1892. 

11. North Platte —This charge is numbered among our missions, though it 
received nothing from the Home Mission Board during the pasioral work of 
Rev. J. F. Kuhlman. The brother resigned May 21, 1893. Since then the mis- 
sion has been vacant. 

12. Omaha, St. Mark’s.—Rev. J. S. Detweiler, D. D., is pastor, and the 
work in this mission is carried on as usual. 

13. Pawnee City.—Rev. K. W. Petrea, the efficient pastor here, reports two 
organized congregations, to wit: Zion, eight miles in the country, and the 
First Evangelical Lutheran church of Pawnee City. He also has a preaching 
station. From the very beginning this work has not been without discourage- 
ments, but there are still some things to encourage. The average church at- 
tendance is increasing, the interest manifested is livelier, and the preaching of 
the word more fully appreciated. Zion congregation recently paid for and 
dedicated an organ. Notwithstanding the stringency of the times, this charge 
is meeting in full all the apportionment. 

14. Siduey.—The earnest pastor here, Rev. E. Lee Fleck, reports $300.00 
paid on church debt and SiO O expended for improvements, A Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endeavor of thirty members, and a Junior Society 
with twenty members, have both recently been organized. Church membership 
has not materially increased during the year, though it has not decreased any. 

15. Somth Sioux City is reported vacant. 

16. Wayne.—This mission has been vacant between one and two years. 
During this time the pulpit has been supplied on an average about once in 
two months. The dependence is on the Board of Home Missisons for a pas- 
tor: the congregation will receive and welcome any pastor commissioned and 
sent by the Board. The people are very anxious for a pastor, and should have 
one at once. . 

17. West Point.—Rev. W. A. Lipe is working here with his usual vigor and 
earnestness. The general condition is reported good. Attendance on all ser- 
vices is encouraging. $320.00 has been paid on the debt, and anotber effort 
will soon be made to reduce it still further. The grounds and buildings have 
been greatly improved. ‘The outlook is promising for a successful and happy 
future.

We recommend that the Advisory Home Mission Committee continue its 
correspondence with the Board of Home Missions, with a view of securing 
pastors for these missions, and that in the meantime the President of Synod 
make efforts to have them supplied with the means of grace as regularly as 
possible.

Report of Delegates to the General Synod. 

Your delegates to the last General Synod, which met at Canton, O., May 24 
to June 1, 1893, would report as follows : 

1. The attendance of delegates was unusally large. There was a full cleri- 
cal delgeation from every Synod, and of the lay delegates only ten were absent. 
We regret to say that two of the ten were from our Synod. 

2. It was an exceedingly harmonious body. While there was considerable 
diversity of opinion on some subjects, the discussion of which has more or less 
disturbed the Church for several years, such a spirit of Christian forbearance 
and “sweet reasonableness” prevailed, that there was practical unanimity in 
the action finally reached on nearly all the controverted topics. 

For the third time the General Synod, after the fullest and freest discussion, 
declined to authorize the publication of two Books of Worship, one with and 
one without the Common Service, by a vote of 139 to 44. Subsequently, how- 
ever, the Common Service Committee was directed by a unanimous vote to 
prepare “an abridged form of the Common Service for the use of those who 
may not desire to use the full Service.” 

3- The Catechism presented by the Committee on “A Development of Lu- 
ther’s Smaller Catechism,” after some amendments of the part on Confession 
and Absolution, agreed to without a dissenting vote, was so far approved that 
by another unanimous vote the book was ordered published for use in the 
churches, that the value of the work may be tested by practical experience. 
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4. The New Translation of Luther's Catechism, made by the “ Joint Com- 
mittee on the Common Service,” after a slight amendment of the rubrics in the 
appendix, was ordered printed for examination and criticism, pending final 
action of the next General Synod. This was done also without a dissenting 
vote. 

5. The reports of all the Boards of the Church show an encouraging in- 
crease, both in receipts and in results. 

6. The report on the State of the Church says: “Canton, 1893, is high 
water mark. The reports from all departments have been the most cheering 
ever presented to this body. They indicate earnest effort and rich results, 
unequaled in any former period in our history.” 

7. Several miscellaneous items require mention: 

(@) The overture from this Synod, asking an equal division of the receipts 
of the Church Extension Board’s funds between the Loan and the Donation 
Fund, and also greater leniency in the collecting of loans from the congrega- 
tions still receiving Home Mission funds, was presented by your delegates and 
was referred to a committee, from whom it received most careful consideration. 
The Committee recommended the following action, which was most cordially 
accepted by the Board of Church Extension. 

“4. That all moneys received on apportionment be divided in the proportion 
of one-fourth ta the Donation fund and three-fourths to the Loan fund.” 

“2. That in the collection of matured loans the Board exercise such leni- 
ency as is consistent with the interests of the congregations involved.” 

(6) Your Delegation secured action at an early session of the General 
Synod, making an equitable division of the apportionments for the past two 
years between this Synod and the German Synod of Nebraska, and directing 
the Treasurers of the several Boards to adjust their reports to this division. 
Some of them failed to do this, and hence, in the Minutes of the General 
Synod, our Synod stands charged in several of the reports with deficiencies 
which do not actually exist. The following is a correct exhibit of our contri- 
butions, as compared with the apportionments actually belonging to us:

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Report of the Committee on State of Religion. 

From the information placed in our hands we glean the following : 

The prayer meeting does not occupy the place it should. A few churches 
have no prayer meeting, and in others the attendance is not in keeping with 
number of members. Very few report their prayer meetings as positively 
good in both attendance and interest. The young people, where they are or- 
ganized, as a rule have good meetings, and are doing much towards the de- 
velopment of the devotional feature of church life. 

Catechisation is observed asa rule. In some sections there is a reported 
carelessness, but for the most part the churches have been blessed and enriched 
by this means. The adult baptisms have been few, and some report lack of 
attention to infant baptisms, but we believe for the most part our parents give 
their children to the Lord in baptism. 

The Lord’s Supper is celebrated by all our churches at stated times, but 
varying in frequency. To this there is given the usual attention. 

Sunday-school work is spoken of encouragingly by most of the brethren, 
and all regard this as a well-cared-for work, and one that promises to supply 
the church with sturdy sons and devoted daughters. 

The missionary activity of the churches may be described as fair. In some 
churches there is a lamentable lack, but on the whole there is reason for en- 
couragement. There seems to be a disposition to delegate this work entirely 
to the women, and thus instead of the whole, only a part of the congregation 
engage in the work of Missions. In the matter of beneficence there is no 
marked increase, though there has been no serious falling off. That the 
benevolent contributions have not been larger, is owing in part to the present 
financial stringency. 

In general there is noted a growing interest in the preaching of the gospel, 
and the church attendance is correspondingly increased. Still there is almost 
universal complaint that spiritual life is at alow ebb. The world is partly al- 
lowed in the church, and too often the church is second in the interest of the 
people. This is in part accounted for in the absence of revivals, and is the 
reason why so few gains from the world are reported.

Report of Committee on Suspension of Carl Rumph. 


Your Committee report that the papers relating to the case of Rev. Carl 
Rumph present the following facts : 
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An accusation of grave and serious nature affecting the character and use- 
fulness of Rev. C. Rumph, received as a member of this body at its last meet- 
ing, from the Wartburg Synod, having been lodged with the late President 
of Synod, Rev. Dr. Detweiler, by the pastor and two officers of the Lutheran 
church of Hanover, Kansas, February 20th, 1893, the President of Synod 
immediately notified Mr. Rumph of the charges, and directed him to suspend 
his ministerial functions, and also appointed a committee to investigate the 
case, according to Chap. XII, Sec. 3 of the Formula of Government. In due 
time, March 21st, the committee, consisting of five ordained ministers of this 
Synod, met at Hanover, Kans., the accused having been duly notified of the 
meeting and cited to appear and answer specified charges, according to the 
Formula of Government, Chap. XII, Sec. 3. 

The accusers were present with their witnesses, but the accused did not ap- 
pear. The charges presented against Mr. Rumph were dishonesty, drunkenness 
and falsehood. The committee, after hearing the evidence or testimony of 
witnesses, an abstract of which they append to their report to the President of 
Synod, decided that the charges were fully sustained, and recommended that 
the suspension of Rev. C. Rumph be continued until this meeting of Synod, 
that the accused should be duly notified of this finding, and that the fact of his 
suspension should be made public through the press. In accordance with the 
recommendation of the Committee of Investigation the President notified Mr. 
Rumph of his continued suspension from all ministerial acts until this meeting 
of Synod. . 

As the charges against the accused involve gross immorality, as the evidence 
appended to the report of the investigating committee sustains the charges, as 
the committee were unanimous and clear in their verdict of guilty, and 
as the accused has made no appeal from the decision of the committee, we 
recommend that the action of the President and Committee be approved 
by Synod, and that the suspension of Mr. Rumph from all ministerial func- 
tions shall remain in force until he shall give satisfactory evidence of penitence 
and reformation (Chapter XII., Sec. 14, of the Formula of Government).

Report of Committee on Personal Grievance. 


The Committee on grievance of Rev. J. G. Groenmiller, regarding a state- 
ment published in No. 30 of the “Kirchen Freund,” by Rev. Neumarker, 
President of the German Synod of Nebraska : 

1. The investigation referred to in said statement was not thorough, but 
partial and one-sided ; the parties implicated in the charge made by the Pres- 
ident of the German Synod were not present, and had no knowledge of the 
time when the investigation was made. 
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2. The statement that the charges made in the “ Lutheran Era” are base- 
less and false is not in accord with the facts in the case. Your Committee 
learn that a member of the German Synod did cause annoyance by taking 
charge of St. John’s congregation in an irregular way, contrary to the consti- 
tution of the congregation and the general polity of the Church. 

3. We learn that Rev. J. W. Kimmel, editor of the“ Lutheran Era,” was cited 
to appear before a committee by the Secretary of the German Synod to an- 
swer these charges. He complied with the summons, but found no one to 
prosecute them. We conclude, therefore, that the President of the German 
Synod acted unadvisedly and hastily in publishing these charges in the 
Kirchen Freund.”
